wander the supermarket aisles, 
eyes glazed over, not quite sure 
what to buy. 

The emergency management 


folks usually say to stock up on “ 


enough pon nerisheble food and 
bottled water to last your family 
about four or five days. After that 
time, the stores should be open 
again or some help should have 
arrived. 

Start with water. Humans can 
live for days without food, but 
can dehydrate pretty quickly 1f 
they don't have water, 

What kind .of water? That 
seems like a strange question, 
but in this day of “designer” 
water, a shopper is faced with a 
multitude of choices. d 

First, there is-your basic tap 
water. If you wash old plastic 
jugs.and save them up, you can 
simply turn on the tap and fill 

@ them up. Of course, that method 
is only advisable if you normally 
drink your tap water. 

Many people in South Florida 
don't. I personally do not drink + 
the tap water. I have a well and 
while the water has been tested 
and shown to be safe to drink, I 
still don't quite trust it. I buy bot- 
Ued water to drink and to cook 
with, 

if you do store tap water, don't 
store it too long, 

\ © There can be bacteria in the 
water either from, the pipes or 
from the jugs and this bacteria 
can grow over time. If a hurri- 
cane is headed this way, I would 
advise cleaning and refilling all 
containers used to store water. 


If you buy bottled water, it- 


should bé sealed and safe, so

Choosing a brand and type of 
bottled water is an individual 
“decision.

Purified 
water has been put through

There "are. many different 
brands of “designer” water and 
some people prefer one over 
another, That's an individual 
choice.

Water 
that is bottled out of state and 
shipped must pass miore inspec- 
tions than water that is sold in 
the state where it is bottled. 

It has to do with interstate 
commerce laws. 

How much water do you 
need?

water per day. So that's one ga 
lon of water per person per day. 
Some people who work (or play) 
outside'a lot in the Florida heat 
neéd even more water than that 
to stay hydrated.

Single-serving fruit juice 
drinks -and vegetable juice 
drinks are also nice to have on 
hand. There are even some pud- 


„dings that don't need refrigera- 
` tion, but read the labels if any- 
one in your family has food sen- 
sitivities because they may be 
full of preservatives. 

Dried fruit is another healthy 
choice that won't spoil. 
> Peanut butter is.a necessity at 
my house anyway. When a hurri- 
cane is coming. ! make sure I 
haye an extra jar or two. Peanut 
butter is high in protein and 
doesn’tneed refrigeration. 

Ialso make sure I have plenty 
of crackers on hand. 

Bread spoils a lot faster than 
crackers. 

During a hurricane scare last 
year I discovered my kids actual- 
ly like certain brands of Vienna 
sausages, so those go.on my hur- 
ricane list too. For mysélf and 
my husband, I add some small 
cans of tuna. 

If there's a bil in the house, 
powdered formula comes in 
handy. You might not be able to 
keep milk or formula refrigerat- 
ed, and with the powdered kind 
you can mix up-one bottle at a 
time. 

If your family normally! éats 
cookies and candy, it wouldn't 
hirt to have some on hand. 
Sugar ts,a natural preservative 
so sweets aren't likely to spoil. 

I also buy tea bags. Even if 1 
can't boil water, I can make sun 
tea. 

There are a lot of canned 
foods, such'as soups, that are 
precooked and just need warm- 
Fi 

I put some of these on my-list 
as well, sticking to items I know 
my family will eat even if we are 
not hit by a hurricane. There are 
plenty of ways to warm food, 
even if you have to build a small 
camp fire, If the food is pre- 
cooked, you won't have to worry 
about heating it to a certain tem- 
perature for safety. 

I also stock up on charcoal. I 
figure that if a hurricane should 
come and the electricity. goes off 
long enough to thaw the meat in 
the freezer, then we can fire up 
the grill and invite all the neigh- 
pare ‘Sieg for a post-storm bar.

Ingestion of foreign objects 
by children is a problèm seep 
commonly in ER's.

chea, it can, of course, obstruct 
the airway and lead to asphyxi;

Objects like coins are swat 
lowed quite commonly, 
Depending on the size of the 
coin and the size of the child's 
esophagus, the coin will either . 
enter the stomach or become 
lodged in the esophagus. 

Coins smaller than quarters 
usually will pass all the way 
thfough the gastrointestinal 
tract of these childrén without 
incident. Larger coins that 
lodge in the esophagus must be 
removed.

Isaac Cline has always been 
ohe of my personal: heroes 
because of what he did 100 
years ago this week. 

Clinetwas a meteorologist 
stationed at Galveston, Texas 
when one of the strongest hurri- 
canes ever to strike the United 
States came onshore © on 
September 8, 1900. The storm,- 
claiméd~at léast 6.000 lives, 
making it-thé deadliest hurri- 
cane in U.S. history. 

Yet, that death toll could’ have 
been much higher if nòt for the 
efforts of Isaac Cline. Accordin, 
to. weather historian Davi 
Ludlum, Cliné personally is. 
credited . for paving. “several= 
thousand lives". 

In The, American “Weather 
Book (Houghton Mifflin 
Company 1982), Ludlum writes 
that Cline recognized immedi- 
ately that a “storm wave of dan- 
gerous proportions” was head- 
ing toward Galveston. 

Ludlum says the signs were 
obvious to Isaac Cline: the wind 
was coming from the north but 
the tide was continuing to rise. 
Cline telegraphed the central 
forecast office in Washington 
saying “such high water with 
Opposing tides never observed 
previously.” 

What Cline did next is the 
stuff of legend. “In the absence 
of- any civil defense organiza- 
tion,” Ludlum writes, “Cline 
took it upon himself to play the 
role of meteorological 
Cassandra and rode up and 
down the beaches on horseback 
warning people of the impend- 
ing danger.” 

It's Dwondèrfiff story. Here 
was a modern day Paul Revere 
warning residents that a storm

Now in paperback, Isaac's 
Storm is a detailed and often 
riveting account of the great 
hurricane, the people of 
Galveston, the early days of the 
National Weather Service and of 
my hero, Isaac Cline. 

Ludlum's account of Cline's 
actions was based on a book 
Cline wrote several years after 
the disaster. Since, Isaac was 
one of the few survivors of the 
great storm there weren't many 
people around to dispyte his 
story. Apparently, he decitied fo 
embellish it. 

Through meticulous re- 
search, Larson discovered what 
really happened on September 
8, 1900.-According to Larson,

Cline ka miscalculated the 
strength of the storm, at least in 
part because his superiors kept 
him in the dark. 

Because of professional jeal- 
ousy within the Weather 
Bureau, an ongoing fight with 
Cuban meteorologists and 
bureaucratic red tape, Isaac 
was never told of a hurricane 
sweeping south of Florida-and 
into the Gulf of Mexico..Had he 
known, Isaac might have deter- 
mined that'that same hurricane 
was heading toward Galveston. 

Still, he never would have 


predicted the intensity of the - 


storm. This was a time when the 
National . Weather Service's 
record fot weather forecasting 
was very poor (most people 
thought astrologers were’ more 
accurate), a time when forecast- 
ers@vere forbidden to even use 
the term “hurricane”. 

Larson ‘discovered that Isaac 
never took that horse back ride 
on the beach. Instèad, Isaac 
returned to his home believing 
it would stand up to the storm. 

It didn't. Along with just 
about every structure on the 
island, Isaac's house, filled with 
dezens of people seeking refuge 
from the hurricane, was 
destroyed. 3 

Isaat lost his wife and most 
of his family in the-hurricane. 
Because of the storm, ‘Isaac 
spent the rest of his life study- 
ing tropical cyclones, becoming 
the foremost hurricane expert 
of his time. 

Still, 100 years ago this 


+ ‘week, Isaac-Cline was not a hero 


in Galveston. He was just a 
man, a man who survived the 
deadliest hurricane in our his- 
tory.
